States’ Rights Democrat could have supposed for a 
moment that he meant to stigmatize that noble band 
of faithful Southerners, of whom he was proud to 
be one; men who had raised him to power and sta- 
tion,- with whom he had not in gloriously fsIUn, and 
who had again elevated him to the highest honors. 

He could raver forget tbeir kindness to him, and, 
before he could breathe a word of censure of them, 
he must first condemn himself. All that he was he 
had been made by the States’ Rights Democracy, 
and whatever they might think of him he could 
never find it in bis heart to speak otherwise than 
with admiration and affection of them and their 
principles. By “trifling politicians” at the North 
he meant those miserable fanaties who were circu- 
lating petitions against the equal rights of all the 
States of this Union, and who sought the destruction 
of slavery at every hazard; and by “trifling politi- 
cians” at the South he meant those disunionists per 
se who sought the immediate destruction of this 
Government, who could see no good in the Union, 
and tilled the public ear with their clamor for its 
overthrow. For his part he was no disunionist; he 
admired tbe union of the States and desired its per- 
petuity. He considered its dismemberment would 
be a great evil, not the greatest of evils, for he con- 
sidered the subjugation of the Government to Black 
Republicanism a greater evil. 

He denied that he had changed his ground from 
1851-’2, or that he had ever advocated disunior, but 
seemed to scout the idea that, in bit late North* rn 
speeches, he had lauded the Union, and the blessings 
flowing from it. “This was not true,” he is repsrt- 
ed to have said; “he stood now where he stood in 
1851, and had ever stood. He spoke now as he had 
spoke in New England, and as he had spoken in the 
memorable struggle which convulsed Mississippi iu 
that great contest which resulted in the defeat of 
States' Rights Democracy. He acquiesced then in 
the will of the people, and the party had again uni- 
ted and become harmonious. He thought then, and 
he still thought, that ths bill abolishing slavery in 
the District of Columbia was unconstitutional; and 
that the admission of California into tbe Union was 
but the adoption of the odious Wilmot Proviso in 
another form. The question in 1851 was not dis- 
union — it was simply whether the Southern States 
should take counsel as to the steps to be adopted by 
them in consequence of the unjust legislation of 
Congress. The people had decided against taking 
action, and he acquiesced, but he had everywhere 
proclaimed then that he was no disunionist; that 
whoever stated that he was, stated what was false; 
that disunion was the extreme remedy, the last re- 
sort, and it should not be resorted to while the 
Union was tolerable. The question of disunion was 
not ths question of the cunvass of 1851, and he had 
sever advocated it. So, too, tbe charge that he had 
advocated disunion in 1852 was untrue. The Demo- 
cratic party was then a unit, and the question was a 
Presidential one. 

Justice compelled him to say that in his opinion a 
reaction »i public sentiment was taking place 
throughout the Northern States, that the great 
body of the psople were sound on the subject of sla- 
very and the rights of the South, and desire 
the perpetuity of the Union. That their sentiments 
could not be fairly judged by the votes and sp-eohes 
of their representatives; that men of extreme opin- 
ions got into Congress ard went further than their 
constituents would follow them. That even while 
he was iu Maine one of the Senators from that 
State was arguing to the people that the Southern 
States wanted to force slavery on the free States 
and the people of Maine, while tbe other was con- 
tending that the Dred Scott decision had in effect 
declared that the South bad tbe right to carry their 
slaves unmolested into free States everywhere. It 
was in part to disabuse their minds of these state 
ments that his speeches in Maine were made. Iu 
his own bearing a distinguished Democrat in Port- 
land had distinctly upheld all tbe rights of the 
South, and indicated the institution of slavery, 
and had been as warmly applauded by his Northern 
auiience as he would have been by a South ;rn oue; 
and that wherever he had addressed tbe Democracy 
he had found the same hopeful and cheering eigns. 
They had led him to the belief that tbe Union was 
still safe, that justice would yet be done to the 
South, and its constitutional rights upheld. That 
another charge preferred against him was that he 
had made a speech at Bangor, in Maine, in which 
he had avowed the odious doctrine of squstter sov- 
ereignty; and an extract from the alleged sp-eeb, 
torn from its context, had Leen produced to sustain 
the charge. He had never made a speech at Ban- 
gor of any kind, nor had he at any time uttered any 
sentiment which could fsirly be construed into a 
recognition by him of the doctrine that a Territorial 
Legi ilature could affect in any way tie state of sla- 
very — a doctrine worse even than the Wilmot Pro- 
viso, end against which be bad warred ever since it 
had been broached. Mr. Douglas, in his recent can- 
vass for the United States Senate in Illinois, had 
seize 1 upon this alleged passage from a speech 
never made, and had claimed that his own senti- 
ments delivered in bis speech at Freeport were iden- 
tical with tboie promulgated in that paragraph. Mr. 
Donglas well knew that his deliberately expressed 
opinion, on this subject in the Senate of the United 
States, expressed in debates with Mr. Douglas him 
self, in which he had forced Mr Douglas to abardon 
the doctrine as untenable, were the very reverse 
of those attributed now to him; and that in his 
Portland speech he bad so expressed himself. He 
thought the very reverse of Mr. Douglas. He con- 
sidered Mr. Douglas’s opinions as objectionable as 
those of bis adversary, Mr. Lincoln. They were 
both equally destructive of the rights of the South, 
both at war with the Constitution; and he would 
have been glad if they had made a Kilkenny fight 
of it, and neither had been left to proclaim a victory. 

Col. Davis reviewed Congressional legislation on 
Kansas, declared his preference for the Lecompton 
bill as it passed to the original bill for the direct 
admission of Kansas into the Union, as the latter 
would have given to Kansas the entire right, the 
eminent and useful domain to the twenty-five mil- 
lions acres of land within its limits, while tbe other 
gave it but five millions. He preferred the bill too 
because it gave to the South tbe greatest triumph 
it had yet received, the public abandonment by the 
Black Republicans of 'their dogma of no more slave 
States. They hsd by this hi 1 expressly* recognized 
the right of a State to enter with a pro-slavery 
constitution, and this was as a matter of principle 
all the South contended for. He cared no’hing for 
the admission of Kansas. It had probably the worst 
population that ever a territory had and it was not 
fit to become a State. It was the great moral tri- 
umph achieved by the South in the recognition of 
ths right of new States to come in with pro slavery 
constitutions, that he rejoiced at. Confined to his 
room by ili-health, when these measures passed 
Congress, he had been unable to participate in ac- 
tion upon them, but he had called tbe entire delega- 
tion to his room to consult upon the subject, and, 
with one exception, their opinions were the same. 
It was due to the late Gen. Quitman, to say that 
his confidence in his patriotism and fidelity to the 
South was not in the least impaired by that adverse 
opinion. It was a conscientious difR-reoce of judg- 
ment. 

The Senator from Mississippi thus far in his 
speech re-echoes, perhaps, the general Democratic 
sentiment of the South, but it is not tbe Democratic 
sentiment of the North! Davis and Douglas are 
antipodean on the great question of the day as to 
tbe status of the Democratic party, or ia other 
words the party has split upon a geographical line 
and become sectional izsd. The Northern and South- 
ern wings of that party have heretofore united upon 
eufferanee or by skillful evasions of the slavery ques- 
tion, on Janus-faced platforms, but now Donglas, 
the hero of the Illinois victory, is distinctly charged 
with holding opinions as destructive to the rights of 
the South as those ef .'fr. Lincoln, hit late oppo- 
nent — in other words, the Democracy North, wher- 
ever successful, has been so on black Republican 
principles. This is the natural sequence to the 
reasoning of Col. Div ia, and such direct antagon- 
ism makes his opinion of the future prospects of the 
country of great importance. He is reported to 
have expressed himself at Jackson as firmly con- 
vinced of the fidelity of Mr. Buchanan to tbe con- 
stitution, an i that ths Presilent would never recede 
one inch from his f resent stand, but, on the con- 
trary, would, if nee I reunited, take a step forward. 
He further said: 

That the clear indications were that the Black Republi- 
cans weuld have the majority iu the next Uoncrese and 
would thus control the letri-lMtioi of the Ms tee; that in his 
opinion their policy would be to have such a multiplicity of 
candidates for the Presidency as io prevent a choice by 
the people, and thus they would secure, by an elr. lion by 
the House, one oc their own me u. That l! thit should be 
so, or if they should elect a President by a vote of ihe peo- 
pl -, the vjuesliou would b- presented, wliat should the

Why could he not pour oil on the troubled waters 
instead of trying to convert them into a seething 
ocean of sectional strife? Wherein, let us a*k in 
all candor, does tho agitator Davis, at the South, 
differ from tbe agitator Seward, at the North? Is 
there any patriotism in either of these sublime in- 
stances of political folly? 

As to the quarrel between Senators Davis and 
Douglas, we leave that to be sallied between them. 
The latter is on bis way to his plantation in Missis- 
sippi, having, with his wife, passed down the river 
last week, and contemplate* a sojourn at Jackson, 
where he will doubtless endeavor to explain his posi- 
tion and reconcile the apparent incongruity of the 
Demecratic platform — North and South. We shill 
await such explanation with no little curiosity.

Fernando Wood stated, falsely of conrs n , at the First 
Ward merting, that, among the thing# I did laat December 
to defeat him, wa# to get somebody or o'hcr pardoned from 
the Penitentiary to oppose him. Thi# statement a a* not 
ouJy untrue but absurd. No one, I believe, ha# yet suspect- 
ed me of being an idiot, and none but a simpleton would 
expect a man who had ev«r been «* nbneed to the Feu it n- 
tiary to oppose Wood. If the evil# !u»d been full lari De- 
cember, Wood’# vote would not have teen no large.

There wan a delegaMo i of po- 
lice -office keeper*; a d legation of gamhlere — of the more 
vulgar aud depraved claw; a delegation of lottery -ticket 
render#; a delegation of emigrant r .bher*. commonly call- 
ed “baggage atnaahor#.” Thi# influential aaaemblage of 
citizeua Mr. Wood adilrex-ed nearly a* follow#: "My 
friend#, when I wpa Mayor I did not persecute you. of 
course, when complaint* were pKreea againri you and 
those you represent.

Hogs have been roming in faster this than any fbrraer 
year. This is caused (tartly by high prices and partly by 
additional railroad facilities. The receipts thus far this 
season by the Nashvi'le railroad have been 18,748 bend and 
by the Louisville and I/e»inglon railroad 37JRO. 

We have seen a leiterfrotn a packer at Peoria, 111., stat- 
ing that the hogs received by him to that date compared 
with last year’s weights showed a deficiency of 6H lbs per 
head, and that the deficiency In lard was still greater. 

The Chicago Press, of Saturday, says: 

The receipts of hogs live and dressed, for the last forty- 
eight hours, foot up 10,268 The market for live hogs is 
quiet, with scarcely any demand for light hop, which seem 
to preponderate. Heavy hogs however, hold their own. 
and the yards are pretty well cleaned out. Sales of heavy 
range from $4 65 to 4 7* gross, and light at $40*4 20 gross. 

Tne continued mild weather o|»erat«-n against dressed hogs 
and the market i« not so brisk. Light hogs range from 
75 (*6 and slow sab's at that; and heavy ling* at £6 400*5 HO. 

The accounts we receive from all parts of Illinois and 
Iowa are to the effect that owing to the shortness of the 
corn crop fanners are sending their hogs to market not 
half fattened.

eible that the v should do otherw ise. 

If ronsumit on and its cognates were treated with 
succeed, there would be ro necessity for fii cuasing 
the merits of the treatment employed, hut when we 
reflect that fully one third of the adult popuia'Ion 
of thi* country is cut off in the prime of li'e by con- 
sumption, that very nearly five-sixths tf children 
who li pme away and (lie " between th* ages of five 
and ten years tail a sacrifice to the pre? ence of tutor 
cles in the lungs, while the ablest pnysicians are 
wholly unable, by medicines admin'stered by tne 
stomach to sulalue even the simplest form of chronic 
pulmonary dis ase, surely I shall not require lo 
make any a|ology for puirtieg out what 1 believe, to 
be a mo e rational and more t fficieot method of treat- 
ment. 

The question of the curability of pulmonary con 
sumption by the direct application of remedies t« 
the diseased organ is one of the deepest interest ard 
importance to all clafsesof this community. It 
may indeed be said to involve fully one-fourth of 
the population, the question of l'fe itself, for, with 
the experience of the past as our guide, there is do 
hope for the consumptive invalid from any other 
known method of medication, and if this too fails, 
to what can he turn for relief. 

I am aware that it will l>e objected by some of mv 
m« dical brethren that to publish my professional 
opinions in tho newspaper press is a departure from 
medical usage, to whicn I have only this to answer:

If ho had th» inouey he would 
givu five m llions for the road— the charter was a most 
magnificent one, which T»'xa«, the Loue Star, had gireu to 
the iieople ot America. In estimating the value of the

Mr. Richardson said there was full occasion for the 
united action of every stockholder. We have millions of 
dollars within reach, if we make an effort to exterminate 



the spoilers; we have tin* most mun ficeut land grant ever 
bestowed by anv government on earth. Texas has incor- 
porated a company to huiid this load, and with lavish 



munificence opened its treasury to give $6,0 »ki per ml'- 
and all this, through m ; smanacenretifc. has been imper- 
illed. If, then, j ou contribute and pay whit you justly 
owe, you will release it. We It) net no* tong back and 
one wait for the otnur; we must uo- say, “if I pty, others 
won't.” Let us reme tutor the laiile. There was a litt'c 



black cloud on th* horizon, pregnant with fructifying raiu 
' tribe parched soil aud withered gras . Each drop said, 
will net go down alone, aud In thi* state of suapea-e 
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pany would redeem tboir property, the stock would 
be worth double or treble it4 present value or l»e at 
par. As to the selling of the surrendered stock 
it was only contemplated in an emergency and 
he thought it tost to leave it discretionary 
with the President, who hid the largest individual 
interest of any one in tbc success of the company, 
to dispose of as much of it as should lie necessary 
to relieve the company and also to u-se the other as- 
sets of the company. He wa* authorized by Dr. 
Fowlkes to say that he himself would contribute 50 
cents per share on the whole amount of his stock 
aod not surrender a single share. Thh was the 
strongest evidence of the entire confidence he has 
in the success of the work. He was permitted afao 
to slate that New Y'ork and its vicioitv had already 
sunendered 83,000 share? o r stock, and they are an 
titled to (hank* for their generosity, as it goes far 
towards removing the popular prejud ce against the 
overwhelming interest of New York in tne compa- 
ny. He had assurances that in other sections the 
stock would he surrendered, so that perhaps in all 
they would amount to 100,000 shares This would 
increase the value of the remainder per cent. 
The concluding sentence of the President s report 
is not properly presented or understood. When he 
compared the extraordinary outlays on this road 
with that of other great enterf rises, like the Cen- 
tral Illinois, which had expended $2,600,000 before 
a lick had been struck through a favorable country, 
and it was recollected that our exrwnditure had toen 
bat $3,000,000, still we had secured surveys through 
hostile Indian country with armed force to protect 
them, laid the trail of the road which the govern- 
ment now uses for the convey ance of its overl *nd 
mail, broke ground on the road, secured its charter, 
bad 25 miles of railroad completed acd assets of one 
and a half millions after the payment of all debts. 
If the Illinois Central spent $2,600,000 and sold 
stock at $5 to defray incipient ex peases aod carried 
its road through a region where land was only 
worth 12K fenta per acre, and have now built a 
road the stock of which is worth $135 under a 
charter which allows as a bonus 7 per cent of the 
gross proceeds of ii s income to the State fot ever, 
and did not have one cent loaned by the State to 
carry it on, let him ask bow much greater are the 
prospective advantage# of the Southern Pacific 
Uuilroid, which should induce its fri *nds to relieve 
it from all difficulties? It has three times the 
amount of land which was gran’ed to the Illinois 
Central, it has no bonus to piy tbc State, and in 
addition has a loin of $6,000 from the S’ate o 1 ' 
Texas for everv mile com fated. When these 
things are considered, he cmld hardly sty that his 
friend (Col. Gorin) was too ssnguine in his calcula- 
tions as to the value of the stock or the magnitude 
of the interests involved. Gentlemen have ctlcn- 
lated that, when the road reaohen El Paso, the 
stock will to worth $260 per share. He himself 
could hardly realize »o imposing a result, which 
others might thick vhiorarj; but certainly no oth- 
er incorporated company ever pewieid so magnifi- 
cent a charter ard such valuable franchises; run- 
ning from the Atlantic to the Pacific, commanding 
the trawl between Europe and Asia, the definite 
were almost too important to culcalafe. while its 
traffic would to fed by the various railroads and 
cities in tbe valley of’ the Mississippi, and all be- 
come tributary to it. 

He therefore hoped that the report and resolu- 
tions would he adopted, and then every stockholder 
could leave this meeting with the conviction that 
this great enterprise can to carried out if we are 
true to oureelves. If we, when in a great crisis like 
the pretoit, refuse to lend aid, and leave the salva- 
tion or destruction of the road to others who are less 
able to sustain loss, hut have submitted to many 
sacrifices to carry it through, we can hope for no 
sympathy. Let everyone resolve then not to profit 
by t he sacrifice of the other stockholders without 
contributing his portion. As for myself, raid the 
speaker, I am ready to loan 50 cents per share on 
my full amount of stock. 

Mr. Samuel I lay craft inquired how much money 
had already been collected. 

Mr. liiiriibardt said all the stockholders in Ken- 
tucky that he had seen were willing to make the 
advance and even do more if required. Of those 
holding stock many had already anticipated the 
payment of the January instalment and ail are pre- 
pared to pay the assessments. 

Mr. Monks stated that $6,400 bad toen i>aid in to 
Mr. tow is the Trustee of the company. 

The President, Mr. Morton, spoke for Virginia. 
The stockholders there were ready to pay up as soon 
as necessary; he had not seen a single one who was 
not ready to settle up before tbe meeting io New 
Orleans. The receiver at Petersburg preferred that 
tbe respective amount** should remain in tbe hands 
of the stockholders until they were wanted. 

A gentleman from North Carolina had not heard 
of a single man in his State who was not ready to 
pay fifty cents or surrender one-half the stock. He 
had five thousand shares in his pocket ready to sur- 
render as soon as he knew to vhom it was to be 
given. 

In answer to an inquiry from Mr. Deering tbe 
President stated that about 100,000 shares would be 
surrendered, which, taken from 620,000, the whole 
number, would leave 520,000, and that about $150,- 
000 should be obtained from 50 cents loan, wuich 
would to swelled by the payment of installments 
due. If ell holders of installment stock should pay 
up and the oiners psj ffceir 50 cents, we can sweep 
out of existence this deed of trust, Texas frauds 
and Texas creditor#, render an act of justice to N*w 
Yo k ard the generous friends to whom we are in- 
debted so largely for advances to sustaia our credit 
and get tbe company out of difficulty. In addition, 
it might be staled, that the resolutions invest the 
President with power to dispose of no much of the 
surrendered stock as might to deemed necessary to 
meet anv deficiency or he might use the other as- 
sets of the company. So that all fears of misappli- 
cation of the amount to to derived from the install- 
ment# due on stock or the 50 c**nts loan are unnec- 
essary. A good deal of installment stock which 
was forfeited had l>w»n sold and bought in by th#

prove in value and be appreciated. In Tenn' s re he did 
not know of one who a as not able and rea ly »o pay a I he 
owed the c unpany. On hi? way here he had convert d 
with pi-rsous in Illinois, aud was authorized to ray that 
they were all willing to pay up or lend what was asked. In 
Muutoippi, TeiiuoAsce, Illinois, and Kentucky he knew 
the ut-borrai prevailing sentiment wo* to lend or pay. 
'lliii* is the ra’ional feeling, loojung at the danger hanging 
over the company, to rush to tl# battle and conquer a vic- 
tory by one solid charge. Every agent and stockholder 
should take a h«elv and active interest initfetee the stock 
holders, tell them th*< importance of aition, lay the whole 
subject before them, and deter none lo achieve what is re- 
quisite. If we hesitate— if we wait for each other, we shall 
be thrown at ihe mercy of the people ot Texas, and we -can 
e xpect no pit v from Texas, if we do uot woik lor ourselves. 

It i* all fo< | mime s to talk of any other course but of 
prompt artmn. All talk <<f vindicating our rights by law, 
when they are to be derided by Texas Judges, T .xas juries, 
and T«xa* witnesses, and the outraged public sentiment 
in Texas Is fut.l •. Do not exp^t to obtain your. rights iu 
«uv other way than by liqiiidHtlug your bonot debts in an 
houcst way. It i? tolly in the extreme to expect »ny other 
mode of extrication, and any other hope will prove falla. 
clou*. 

Col. Gorin answered a question from Mr. Deering, “bow 
the fifty feat* loan would he paid back if found not to 
answer the intended pnrpo-e. ' He raid it would not to 
used unless it wba reitalu to extinguish 'he company's 
hahilitioa. li tlr* wn* not eflfcc'ed it would he returned to 
those who loaned it. At any rate it was a debt against the 
company to to paid back in a short time. But the com- 
mittee wishing to remunerate those who aid u.* iu an enu r- 
gency, glv«- il»« plwiltgii of *uh*titutiug stock for it a' anv 
i Ini** within twelve mouths with internet on the lo-n iu 
either rose.

Ue had re- 
ceived hundred* ot letters asKing what was to be done, lie 
had told ail to wait th r action ot this meeting at Louisvijle. 
Knowing how much distrust tiiere wi* and susjdcion 
ou account of past roguery he did not dreire to ap- 
pear eager to receive their money till lie understood 
ihe action of this meeting. It seemed the wish of a large 
proportion to make the money advance and sur- 
render of stock.

He thought that under the power* deb gated to 
him he conl i protect the rieht- ot the company; it we get 
the road we have h friend In the tftmte of Texas. He ha i 
assurance* from all the highest to the lowest— the big heel in 
social and pecuniary position— that they w anted t he road— 
that ii we pai i our debts we should have their cordial ro- 
nj**ration, aud if w e do not pay them weciuuot get It, and 
indeed ate not enti led to it. A* to the State ault, the At- 
torney- General think* we Juive nothing lo apprehend; 
Texa* hold* 'he sword <ff executive vengeance over our 
heads ro relieve the road and not to di-tre**u* if we do our 
duty. He had the pledge of leading men that the 8»ate 
suit should to di-continued. It wa- therefore uot our poli- 
cy to wait five or seven months; in that lime he want* d 26 
miles of road built, and wc cannot get the State appropria- 
tion or land until if is all paid off. He could, when last in 
Texas, tiave made contract* for work on easy tenn* it the 
debt had toen liqu dated. The stockholder* and himself 
must have confidence in each other, aud he assured them 
If the money place t In tils hand* was not fully protected it 
sited to- returned to those who advanced it. 

Mr. Urownlow said — If 1 wer able to speak »o as to be 
hoard, which I am not— If I were anxious to speak, which I 
am not— if the stockholder present w re anxious t- hear 
mo, and the> are not— nothing would to left me to ray af- 
ter what we have listened to.

Paraopay. — A cofrospondent of tha London 
Daily News, evidently well acquainted with the in- 
ternal affair* of ParBfO 1 *;? for some years, and hav- 
ing koowlelg* of the whole affiir of the Water 
Witch as well as of Mr. Consul Hopkins's proceed- 
ings there, after paying a high and friendly compli- 
ment to the President of the United States, s«ys: 

An aggresrion of the nature intended by tbe Uni- 
ted States, should th* present difficulties not be ad- 
u.ited, will not only injure Paraguay, but the whole 
region watered by I,a Piafa and Parana. This em- 
braces a vast aria, than which no other In the world 
stands more in used of repose. None in modern 
times has suffered inure from those internecine fund* 
which the presence of armed foreigners fa certain 
to re-op*n l n * n aggravated form, aud with most 
ruiDOUS co® sequence® to the very seeds of that com- 
mence which tbe eulogists of thi a expedition say tbe 
government of Washington are so anxious to de- 
velop. England and ths United Stales bt lieve that 
Paraguay is what it waa utjder Francis, hermetical- 
ly sealed’ again “t foreigners, Ac. Nothing can lie 
farther from the truth. There are some States as- 
suming to t>e in the van of European civilization 
which are in the rear of Paraguay in many impor- 
tant respects. 

It is undoubtedly true that owing to her whole 
revenue being derived from custom* and the gov- 
ernment sale of tho yerba (no taxes of any kind be- 
ing known), high duties are resorted to. These, I 
trust, will soon yiridtothe more fruitful source of 
the lowest practicable imposts. So far from Para- 
guay being desirous of isolation, it was her Bntfah- 
huilt war steamer Ticoari which first proved the 
possibility of going from A uncion to Buenos Ayres 
and back in 20da.vs. Within the last 18 months she 
ha* placed on the river the packet steam *rs Ypora 
and Salta de Guaira. Thej*e perform the voyage in 
tbe same time, taking and landing passengers at 
Corrientss, Bella Vista, Goya, K qnina. Parana, 
and Rosar.o, both goiog and returning. This com- 
munication will soon to weekly, government having 
ordered four fine boats expressly for this service. 

A powerful steam tug has lately toen launched, 
and another is building for towing merchant vessels, 
at moderate rates. Kill way iron, for a line of 150 
miles into the yerba aud tobacco districts, has toen 
dispatched, aii’t an engineer engaged to carry out 
the project, which will serve to develop the rich re- 
sources of tbe country. A patent slip is now being 
also sbipp d. anti will actually to the only conve- 
nience ot tbe kind on the eastern sea toard of S uith 
America, front the Amazon to Cape Horn, abont 

3.000 mile*. 

All these improvements will to a complete cer- 
tainty to stopped, and the development of Para- 
guay with them, should hostilities arise. A 
powerful nation like the United States may do much 
harm to Paraguay, as a few' steamers could block- 
ade the river * net entirely stop the trad* of that 
rising young country. The results would be grfax - 
ouh to Paraguay, while ths United States would 
reap only tbe dubious credit of having deslioyed 
the ship) ing and commerce of a vast progressing 
Mster republic, and thrown her back ip to the help 
les. nets from which she was rerctied by President 
I/opez, wlo, whatever his demerits in other eves, 
has at lead the recommendation of toing popular 
with tbe natives, thin whom a more peaceable, 
contented, and cheerful population is nowhere to to 
found. So far. howevhr, from the President being 
enamored of his own vie^s exclusively, and op- 
posed to innovation, he i« constantly importing 
European intelligence and skill, ard bv tbe Para- 
guayan steamer R'o Blanco, in which I arrived in 
this country, he ha* sent over seventeen youths of 
superior promise, to to iu&tntcted here in the art* 
most likely tn to beneficial to their c entry. 

It is to to hoped, therefore, for the welfare and 
progress of all the Argentin* republic*, and of Par- 
aguay especially, as ^ell as lor t he honor of th* 
United States, that the threatened aggres-ion will 
not be pereitted in, sad that the instructions of 
Commissioner Bowlin^ admit of a rotation of th* 
difficulty consistent with the happiness and dignity 
of Paragaay, and satisfactory at Washington. If, 
unfortunately, it should so happen that the contrary 
course be aetenniocd upon, Piragnry must tek* 
refuge in ths exarajfaof more renowned nation*; 
tbe natural strength of her remote potation, nsarlv 

2.000 miles inland front the seaboard; her command 
of an impregnable key (the only one) to her capital; 
ample military resoutcua directed by veteran Euro- 
pean officers;*a population w 1 ore courage was ad- 
mitted, even by Ko*asj to to as indisputable as Iheir 
disposition is pacific; and, lastly, in the justice ard 
reasonableness of her cause, which she is a. xiou* 
to demonstrate tofore toy arbitrators. 

Tbe spirit in which this communication is con- 
ceived certaiuly entitles the writer’s views to candid 
consideration. Of cosrse Mr. Commissioner Bow- 
lin’s instructions are unknown, but the impression 
generally fa that they are not of ro liberal and ami- 
cable a tenor as ihe writer in the London News 
looses to assume. The tone of the President’s 
message and of his frfands in Congress, anti the pre- 
parations made for the naval expeditions against 
Paraguay all favor such impression. Possibly, how- 
ever, the President may have foreseen the conse- 
to t h .(,/;« »uqtry which the London writer 
predict* will follow hostilities, and have left op*n 
some alternative which Paraguay can honorably 
adopt. For the sak* of humanity and progress, let 
ns hope so.
